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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 38-71 are allowed, 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance in combination with 
other claim limitations: 

Independent claims 38, 54, 70 and 71 , when considered as a whole, are allowable 
over the Prior Art of record. Specifically, the Prior Art of record fails to teach that the 
system displays in the first pane the graphical hierarchy having the plurality of nodes 
which adapted to make selection on one of the nodes to display in the second pane one or 
more links associated with the respective resources, then displaying in the third pane the 
plurality of computer or member representations wherein in response to the user selection 
of the computer or member representation presenting in the fourth pane the work queue 
for the respective computer wherein the work queue includes tasks that are assigned to be 
performed by the respective computer, and the task can be added to the work queue when 
the link of the one or more links from the second pane is dropped at the fourth pane. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
